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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  SECTION  OF  REPORT 

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Rural  District  comprises  26  parishes  covering  an  area 
of  49,727  acres  and  is  situated  in  the  North  Western  portion 
of  tho  County. 

There  are  no  exceptionally  large  villages  within  the 
district,  but  each  parish  has  a  village  or  hamlet  forming  a 
nucleus. 

Agriculture  is  the  major  industry,  but  on  account  of 
mechanisation  and  rationalisation  within  the  industry,  the 
number  of  persons  finding  employment  in  farming  is  gradually 
declining. 

On  the  other  hand  the  tendency  for  people  in  Hereford  and 
Leominster  to  reside  in  the  rural  district  still  continues  and 
is  regarded  as  beneficial  to  the  area  in  all  respects. 

WATER  SUPPLIES

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Consulting  Engineers'  Report, 
with  reference  to  proposed  extensions  at  the  Weobley  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  was  awaited. 

An  unforeseen  delay  occurred  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report  when  the  Council  rightly  decided  to  ask  the  Consultants 
to  look  into  the  possibility  of  pumping  sewage  from  the  areas 
of  Ledgemoor,  Kings  Pyon  and  Norton  Canon  into  the  Weobley  Works. 
In  the  event  of  such  proposals  being  a  reasonable  proposition, 
slightly  larger  extensions  will  be  required  at  Weobley,  but  small 
plants  in  the  outlying  areas  would  not  be  required. 

At  Bishopstone  the  Council  is  investigating  the  possibility 
of  draining  into  the  Hereford  R.D.C.  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Credenhill,  a  joint  Committee  Meeting  being  held  in  December. 

The  existing  works  at  Dilwyn  and  Canon  Pyon  continue  to 
function  satisfactorily  and  gradually  more  and  more  householders 
are  connecting  their  properties  to  the  sewers. 

The  new  filter  bed  constructed  at  Staunton  on  Wye  during 
the  year  is  now  in  operation,  whilst  work  is  in  progress  on  the 
new  scheme  for  Moccas,  completion  of  which  is  likely  to  be 
effected  by  April  1968. 

The  Council  has  also  decided  to  proceed  with  the  preparation 
of  a  small  sewerage  scheme  for  Preston  on  Wye.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  aND  DISPOSAL 


A  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  in 
operation  throughout  the  District.  The  Council’s  staff  and 
vehicle  also  undertakes  a  fortnightly  collection  throughout 
the  Kington  R.D.C.  area. 

As  mentioned  in  a  previous  report,  it  is  considered  likely 
that  by  integration  of  some  of  the  rounds  of  the  two  districts, 
some  economy  in  operating  costs  might  be  effected,  but  on  the 
whole  the  joint  scheme  has,  in  fact,  functioned  quite  well. 

During  November  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  &  Housing 
Committee  and  the  writer  attended  a  symposium  on  the  paper  sack 
system  of  refuse  collection  and  on  dustless  loading,  held  in 
Gloucestershire.  A  report  was  presented  to  the  Committee 
following  the  visit  but  no  further  action  was  taken  by  the 
Committee  with  a  view  to  possibly  introducing  the  paper  sack 
collection  system  at  some  future  time. 


Cont . . . 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  (Continued) 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  still  a  problem  and  the 
Committee  has  been  advised  of  the  limited  life  of  the  existing 
tip  at  Stretford  and  of  the  need  to  make  provision  for  another 
disposal  site  when  the  Stretford  tip  site  is  terminated. 

On  the  various  collection  rounds,  the  refuse  freighter 
travelled  some  13,575  miles  during  the  year.  Of  these  some 
8,530  miles  were  covered  by  the  old  freighter,  at  an  average 
of  7  miles  per  gallon,  and  some  5,000  miles  by  the  new 
freighter  at  an  average  of  9*6  miles  per  gallon.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since  1952 
and  so  far  138  proposals  have  been  approved,  two  of  which  were 
later  withdrawn  by  the  applicants.  Dwellings  improved  under 
this  scheme  now  amount  to  7.0%  of  the  total  number  of  occupied 
houses. 

Four  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 
seven  were  completed  and  grants  paid. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to  be  well 
received  and  during  the  year  38  applications  were  made  and  approved , 
with  nineteen  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959,  some  210 
proposals  amounting  to  about  10.71 %  of  the  total  occupied  houses 
in  the  area  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being  later  withdrawn 
by  the  applicants. 


HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 


No  further  housing  schemes  were  completed  during  the 
year.  Steps  were,  however,  taken  by  the  Council  to  acquire 
two  existing  older  properties,  one  at  Canon  Pyon,  which  is 
suitable  for  conversion  into  two  dwellings,  and  the  other  at 
St aunt on-on-Wye . 

Proposals  for  a  Group-dwellings  scheme  at  Weobley, 
together  with  two  bungalows  at  Bishopstone,  and  four  houses  and 
three  bungalows  at  Moccas  were,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  being 
prepared  by  the  architects.  Future  proposals  include  a  small 
housing  scheme  at  Preston-on-Wye.

PRIVATE  HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT 

22  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  1967,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  a  further  19  were  in  various  stages  of 
construction. 

Wherever  possible,  the  utmost  assistance  has  been  given 
by  the  staff  to  promote  private  building.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  BUTCHERS'  SHOPS 


There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  Weobley,  both  of 
which  are  used  regularly.  Both  establishments  have  been  improved. 

During  the  year  - 

138  Beasts  391  Sheep  94  Lambs  179  Pigs 

were  slaughtered  at  the  two  establishments  and,  after  inspection, 
the  following  meat  was  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  was  voluntarily  surrendered :- 

Livers:-  38  Bovine'  46  Sheepfe  10  pigs' 

By  comparison  with  1966,  slightly  more  animals  were  slaughtered 
in  the  area  -  11%  more. 

100%  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  has  been  maintained.
